‘Agreeably to the requirements of the law, the School Board 
submits the following report. The money put in our hands 
has been expended according to our best ability, for the best 
interest of all the schools in town. In consequence of an 
oversight of the voters we have been obliged to close our 
schools the present winter, and we sincerely hope you will raise 
_ the necessary funds to support three terms in every school dis- 
trict in town the coming year. 

We wish to call the attention of some of the parents to the 
law which was passed at at the last session of our Legislature 
in regard to scholars attending school. It is hard work for a 
teacher to do good work where the scholars are absent three- 
fifths of the time. If parents will only take an interest in this 
matter there is no reason why Greenfield cannot be abreast of 
other towns in the matter of education, and send her boys and 
girls out into the world well fitted for the walks of business life. 
Therefore, let us all do what we can for the children of today, 
who will soon take the places of their fathers and mothers, and 
be prepared to fill any station in which they may be placed,
